With a blistering attack upon Rube 
Arnold, in which the attorney was ac- 
cused not only of deliberate falsehoods, 
but of having lost through his activity 
in the Frank case the public esteem 
and appreciation of the people of Geor- 
gia, Solicitor General Hugh M. Dor- 
isey concluded his stirring argument 
in the Frank hearing late yesterday 
afternoon. 

“Mr. Arnold has made 
against me and against Judge {0an 
that are deliberate falsehoods. He 
happens not to be in the room at this 
time, I wish he were. I therefore, 
ask you, Mr: Rosser, as his colleague, 
to deliver to him this message which 
Iam going to send.” 

Mr. Rosser, who was sitting only a 
few feet distanct, arose and turning 
so that he faced both the solicitor and 
Judge Roan, said: 

“I’m no tale bearer. If you have 
anything to say of Mr. Arnold, I think 
it would be more appropriate and more 
courageous for you to say it to him 
in person. Please do not consider me 
a slander courier,” 

Sends Message to Arnold. 

“Then,” continued Mr. Dorsey heat- 
edly, “I'll say this much as advice to 
Mr. Arnold. If I were in his place, 
I'd take a purgative and get rid of 
some of the miasma and putrefaction 
that rankles in his system. 

‘He needs even more. He needs a 
drastic cathartic. I am sure that if 
he would turn his back on a little of 
the money the Brooklyn friends and 
relatives are putting up for Mr, Leo M.

any way,’ she said later. 

Three of her children are in the Heph- 
zibah Orphan asylum in Macon. The 
other three are with Mr. King’s rela- 
tive in Jones county.

She 
feelsthat she should go into seclusion 
and never bring herself into thelr lives 
again. 

“lT never can face my children; men 
and women despise me,andI’m bereft 
of all friends but my brother,” she 
had told the jury.

And the result of these two conclu- 
sions, derived from the meeting, is 
that active steps will be taken to set 
the plan before the next session of 
the legislature with a well founded 
hope that the dream of Atlanta will be 
realized at a day of no great distance 
hence. 

Will Cost Much Less. 

The first estimate of the plaza com- 
mission was, it will be recalled, that 
the plaza proper, or the main body of 
it, which will extend directly over the 
tracks, would alone cost $1,500,000. 

The drawings and figures of Captain 
Clayton, exhibited Tuesday afternoon, 
showed that the plaza proper can be 
built for approximately $500,000, while 
the entire scheme shown on Captaip 
Clayton's drawings, including a plaza 
proper extending over the tracks from 
Forsyth to Washington street, ap- 
proaches from Pryor street and Cen- 
tral avenue, a viaduct extension of 
West Alabama street to Haynes street, 
at Rhodes, the cutting of two entirely 
new streets in the heart of the busi- 
ness section of the city, lowering the 
railroad tracks and remodeling the 
present union station, can all- be done 
for $1,500,000. 

The execution of Captain Clayton's 
Plans .would .place the whole of the 
business section of the city on a com- 
mon level and on many streets would 
leave double property frontage—that 
is, on the plaza and its approaches, 
as well as underneath the same, as is 
the case'of the Washington street via- 
duct at present. 

Plan Central Market. 

These figures do not include the es- 
tablishment. of a central public mar- 
ket, which, if agreeable to all parties 
concerned, it is planned to erect on 
the plaza between the present union 
station and the Washington street via- 
duct, providing the plaza plan goes 
through. This would make of such 
a market in reality a central market 
for the exact geographical center of 
the city would be just across Central 
avenue fro mthe northwest corner of 
the proposed market. 

With the proposition in this shape it 


Twas placed in the hands of a subcom- 


mittee, composed of Wilmer L. Moore, 
president of the chamber of commerce; 
Captain R. M. Clayton, chief of the 
city’s construction department, and 
Councilman Claude Ashley.

Captain R.M. Clayton stated that he 
believed with an assessment upon the 
property owners of $100 per front foot 
facing the main plaza the city woutd 
be able to raise the additional money 
necessary for the construction of the 
plaza proper. The plaza would have a 
total frontage of about 3,000 feet, which 
wonld raise $300,000 of the $500,000 
necessary for the construction of the 
plaza, 

John W. Grant, a member of the com- 
mission, who is largely interested in 
the New Kimball house and owns other 
frontage on the proposed plaza, stated 
that an enhancement of $500 per foot 
on this property would easily pay the 
interest on a bond issue of $1,500,000 
ana pay off the issue at the end of 
thirty years. He also stated that there 
is little doubt even at a conservative 
estimate that the construction of such 
an improvement as the plaza would en- 
hance the property fronting on it by 

50”. 

: Mr. Grant is deeply interested in the 
plaza plan’ and is enthusiastic over It. 
He is most hopeful of the city’s being 
able to finance the scheme. 

Improve Union Depot. 

The plaza proper will extend from 
the Forsyth street viaduct to the 
Washington street viaduct, covering 
the entire space over the tracks from 
building line to building line on either 
side. This means that the space aroun: 
the union station, including Wall 
street, will be entirely covered over by 

za. 
cake building definitely included 
in the present plaza plan is the Union 
Station, the public market being mere- 
ly suggested.

Washington, October 28,—A_ threat- 
ened deadlock in the senate banking 
and currency committee over the pro- 
posal to substitute a government- 
owned bank for the regional reserve 
bank plan in the administration cur- 
rency bill became apparent today when 
the committee began executive consid- 
eration of the measure.

Senators Reed and O’Gorman, 
who had°expressed themselves in fa- 
vor of the central bank plan, swung 
into line with the other democrats for 
the administration plan 

The vote was delayed until tomor- 
row, and Chairman Owen at the clyse 
of this evening’s session said that he 
believed that the administration plan 
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would be finally adopted.

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SCHMIDT TAKES BLAME. 


‘BUT MURET 1S CONVICTED: 


Priest Who Murdered Anna Au- 
muller Shouts to Jury He 
Made Bogus Money. 


New York, October 28.—Dr. Ernest 
Muret, friend of Hans Schmidt, con- 
fessed slayer of Anna Amuller, who has 
been on trial in the federal court for 
counterfeiting, was found guilty 
today. On two counts of making and 
possessing counterfeiting apparatus, 
Muret was held tobe guilty, but 
decided he was not guilty of conspira- 
cy with Sohmidt to counterfeit United 
States gold certificates. 

The jury deliberated four hours fol- 
lowing rather a stormy session of the 
court, during which Schmidt, who was 
a witness, shouted that he, 
Muret, was the counterfeiter, Schmidt 
also declared Muret knew nothing 
about the murder of Anna Aumuller. 

‘T made the money. I did it,” shout- 
ed Schmidt, rising from the witness 
chair. ‘It’s no pergon’s business why 
I did it. That is between God and 
me. Muret refused to help me I 
bought the whole equipment.” 

“Muret had nothing to do with my 
murder of Anna Aunmller,’’ continued 
the former priest. “He never met her. 
I murdered her.” 

The witness said that in order to 
conceal from his friend, Muret, the 
fact that he was counterfeiting, he 
did much of his work in the vestry 
of St. Joseph’s Catholic church, where 
he was a priest. It was in his room 
in the vestry that detectives found the 
plate for making twenty-dollar bills. 

The arrest of Muret came about 
through the investigation by the police 
of Schmidt’s confession. A flat was dis- 
covered containing photographic and 
printing apparatus, the ownership of 
which was traced tothe pesudo-dentist 
and confessed murderer. Muret’s ar- 
rest followed. 

Muret was remanded until tomorrow 
for sentence.

A long rest in the afternoon served 
to restore General Diaz's nerves which 
Seemed to have been badly shattered by 
the developments, Or anticipated devel- 
opments, since he arrived in Mexico. He 
explained that he had consented to take 
refuge in the consulate and then 
aboard a warship only after deciding 
that this was “the last extremity to 
preserve my life.” 

He added that he had no plans ex- 
cept to avoid being set ashore in Mex- 
ico. It was probable, he said, that 
he would establish a residence in Eu- 
rope, although he thought he might 
spend some time in Havana. On his 
own testimony, he would not be wel- 
come in the camps of the rebels and 
his presence there would probably mean 
his death, 

General Diaz finds himself in a more 
awkward predicament than most refu- 
gees, as there is no quarter of the re- 
public in which he considers himself 
safe. His wife is still in Vera Cruz, 
and was no less apprehensive as to 
his safety than he himself. She ex- 
pressed her delight that her husband 
— now safe aboard an American war- 
ship. 

It was late last evening when Gen- 
eral Felix Diaz became convinced vf 
the advisability of seeking American 
protection. From the hotel where he 
had been staying and which is con- 
tiguous to the United States consul- 
ate, he made his way to the consul’s 
office and informea Consul William W. 
Canada he had received information 
that his life wag in peril. He told the 
corsul that a number of hig adheren:s 
had been put in jail 

Crawled Over Roof Tops. 

The flight took place after midnight, 
the three men taking the risk of an 
excursion over the roof tops which 
were guarded by armed men, into the 
American consulate. 

General Diaz, with Jose Snndoval ané4 
Cecilio Ocon dropped over a low wall 
and made their way into one of the 
rear rooms of the consulate. 

They asked that Consul William W. 
Canada be called. Apparently greatly 
excited, they assured him that their 
lives were in imminent danger. They 
declared they had Knowledge that or- 
ders for their arrest had been issued 
and they begged for his protection. 

Consul Canada pointed tothe water- 
front some 200 yards distant. “There's 
a launch there,” he said. “You'd bet- 
ter make a run for it.’’ 

The fugitives hesitated for gome time 
to make the venture as the street !n 
front of the American consulate was 
patrolled by detectives. 

When they finally left the consul- 
ate door the detectives on duty ap- 
parenily did not recognize them and 
they walked deliberately through the 
street to the pier, where they present- 
ei a card from Consul Canada to the 
officer in command of the launch. 


Hurried on Board Launch. 

The American naval officer hurried 
them on board, tne launch cast off, 
steamed across to the Wheeling and 
they had found a haven.

THE PROBLEM OF TRAFFIC. 
One of the increasingly serious problems 
of street traffic in Atlanta is attacked by the 


ordinance with which John 5&8. 
Candler, in behalf of the committee on reg- 
ulation of street traffic, proposes to regulate 
the parking of automobiles in the center of 
the city.° The measure he has tentatively 
drafted would limit the stopping of machines 
in the heart of the city to thirty minutes. 
Collateral provisions are aimed at lessening 
the congéstion due to auto and other traffic 
in the central parts of the city. 

It is distinctly encouraging that both 
members of council and of the chamber of 
commerce are co-operating in the movement. 
Congestion in all of its phases, whether due 
to autos, trucks, trolleys or pedestrians, is 
rapidly becoming one of the gravest ques- 
tions with which expert municipal authority 
has to deal. The natural layout of Atlanta 
is such that, by an unfortunate paradox, the 
heart: of the city is provided with the nar- 
rowest of the city’s streets. 

The huge volume of traffic that pours 
every minute of the day through lower 
Peachtree and Whitehall and over the via- 
ducts joining these great thoroughfares 
would test streets of unusual breadth. The 
embarrassment they visit under the circum- 
stances is a familiar story to all persons who 
have to use these main north and south 
channels. That is not to speak of the collat- 
eral channels of Broad, Forsyth and the les- 
ser one at Pryor, where there is no viaduct. 

It is inevitable that with these conditions

With it must go a gen- 
eral revision and’ tightening of the city’s 
general traffic regulations. Mathematical 
precision in the regulation of traffic is one 
of the penalties we pay for growing pains, 
and for reaching metropolitan dimensions. 
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HE HIT THE USURERS. 


In his Mobile Woodrow Wilson 
exposed the nerve of the Central and South 
American situation with a distinctness that 
must have made staid old Europe wince. The 
president was discussing the benefits to 
come to these southern nations with the 
opening of the Panama canal. Foremost 
among them, he said, would be the fact that 
the Spanish-American states would then be 
on the “main lines,” whereas they are now 
off the main lines.

He spoke of the 
“hard bargains” which foreigners had made 
with our southern neighbors, because of the 
“risk” involved, and then of their craftiness 
in taking such securities as made a farce of 
the element of risk. 

This is all true as gospel. Anvone with 
the slightest experience in affairs not only in 
the countries mentioned by the president, 
but in Mexico as well, knows that they have 
been systematically exploited by European 
financiers. The “system” is what largely 
accounts for the rule of “opera bouffe” revo- 
lutionists in the region of the equator. Poli- 
ticians with a sprinkling of followers knew 
they could capture the capital, and establish 
a de facto government. As the representa- 
tives of such they could contract indebted- 
ness indefinitely with foreign capitalists, 
pledging their successors at will.

The World’s Mysteries. 


WHY DID HOUSTON GIVE 


Sam Houston was one of the most pic- 
turesque characters during the first half of 
the past century, and for a time was presi- 
dent of Texas. Houston was born in Vir- 
Sinia, but early in life went to Tennessee, 
where he spent much of his time with the 
Indians and was adopted by them. He final- 
ly studied law, and in 1827 he was over- 
Whelmingly elected governor of Tennessee. 

In 1828 Houston was a candidate for re- 
election, and the canvass was proceeding, 
apparently in Houston’s favor, when the 
event occurred which put an end to his suc- 
cessful career as a politician in Tennessee, 
and appagently ruined him forever. What 
happened even his closest friends never 
knew. On the 16th of April, 1829, he sent in 
his resignation to the secretary of state and 
left his home amid a storm of vituperation 
and made his way up to the mouth of the 
Illinois river to join the Cherokee Indians 
and again become an Indian brave. 

In January, 1829, Governor Houston mar- 
ried Miss Eliza Allen, daughter of a wealthy 
and influential family of his section, and 
after a three months’ married life his wife 
left him and returned to her father’s house. 
Houston wrote to her father asking him to 
persuade his wife to return, but she refused 
h he threw up his hold on fortune and 

e. 

The cause of the trouble between Hous- 
ton and his wife has never been definitely 
revealed. The only words which he ever wrote 
on the matter were contained in a letter in 
Which he said: “Eliza stands acquitted by 
me. [I have received her as a virtuous, chaste 
wite, and as such I pray God I may ever re- 
gard her. She was cold to me, and I thought 
did not love me.” 

The most probable explanation is that 
the young lady had been induced to marry 
Houston to gratify the desires of her par- 
ents, who were attracted by his brilliant 
political position and prospects, while her 
affections had been given to another. The 
intimacy of married life revealed her cold- 
ness or repugnance to her husband, and if 
&@ moment of quarrel she avowed the truth, 
and left him. Houston’s “high-strung” spirit 
and personal vanity were deeply wounded, 
and he acted with all the dramatic intensity 
of his nature.

confronts me. I have arrived at some very 
decided and definite conclusions and I be- 
lieve that I have. substantially formulated 
plans which will eventually carry into suc- 
cessful fruition the work which I have un- 
dertaken in conjunction with the other heads 
of the departments of this organization, that 
is, agriculture, publicity and industry. 

There are, roughly speaking, and very 
roughly at that, about 406,000,000 acres of 
land in the territory in which this organiza- 
tion expects to operate fitted for agricul- 
ture of one form or another, which at this 
time lies practically dormant. The aggre- 
gate may be more and it may. be less, but 
the consensus of opinion appears to be that 
these figures are approximately correct. 
This area, viewed from the Standpoints of 
climatic conditions, soil, market facilities 
and nearness to the markets, is the mosf 
desirable agricultural land on the North 
American continent, vet by a strange se- 
quence of events it has received less at- 
tention and has been lost sight of more than 
any of the agricultural areas of the conti- 
nent. There is an explanation of all this 
not necessary to discuss here. It is the 
province of my department to effect. in due 
course of time, the settlement of this area, 
and there naturally result the questions 
when, how and by whom.

Criticism has come to me from various 
sources that I should hope to exploit one 
portion of the union for the benefit of an- 
other, but I have answered this to my own 
satisfaction at least by saying that so long 
as the Canadian government and the Cana- 
dian railways persist in exploiting the same 
territory, I shall deem it legitimate to op- 
erate therein for the benefit of the south. 
and that I shall do a distinct publie service 
by keeping the prospective Canadian set- 
tler within the borders of the American 
republic. 

As to the third question, by whom, I 
have reached a definite conclusion that all 
who may be induced to settle in the south- 
land as a result of the efforts of this or- 
ganization should be of a distinctively se- 
lective type. Whether they come from the 
agricultural regions of the union; whether 
from the cities having once been farmers and 
lured to the industrial centers, or whether 
they being city-bred, but who would heed 
the swelling cry of the day “back to the 
farm,” selected, however, with the end in 
view that they may definitely benefit them- 
selves and become of the greatest possible 
economic benefit to the region in which 
they locate, it matters not. There are thou- 
sands of farmers who would readily ana 
willingly dispose of their high-priced agri- 
cultural lands and seek others in the south 
of less present value. 

Again there are thousands who are seek- 
ing to become proprietors of farms, but 
who cannot in their present environment 
with high-priced lands only to be had at- 
tain that end. All this is a matter of 
education. ; 


The Kind Not Wanted. 


As to those whom we regard as “immi- 
grants” in the present-day acceptation of 
the term, I am rather of the opinion that 
the south does not want or need them. Now, 
let me be distinctly understood. That the 
south needs immigrants there is no shadow 
of doubt, but whether she would be bene- 
fited by the unpurged stream pouring into 
our northern cities I have serious doubts, 
so serious that I am inclined to the posi- 
tion that so far as my efforts are con- 
cerned they will not be taken into consid- 
eration. That there are in the northern 
countries of Europe, of the same parent 
stock as the peoples who originally set- 
tled in the southland, many whose coming 
would be of a distinct advantage to the 
south, I entertain no doubt. It shall be 
a part of my plan to reach out for these 
and to so shape their coming and their 
environment afterwards that their location 
and subsequent activity will be a distinct 
advantage to themselves and to the south.

however, in Europe, will be confined en- 
tirely and strictly to the northern. part of 
Europe, that is, Holland, Belgium, Germany, 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden and the British 
Isles. Whether efforts will subsequently be 
made to secure settlers from certain agri- 
cultural portions of the southern countries 
of Europe is a matter which will depend 
upon conclusions reached after mature 
servation and investigation and after care- 
ful experimentation. .

My observation leads me tu 
the conclusion that this is by far the easier 
task. In other words, a given amount of

of the Canadian railways arid the Dominion

border of three-quarters of a million of our 
best agricultural population in the period 
of eight years. There is no question of 
doubt about it that this would never have 
occurred had there not been an active and 
aggressive educational campaign made to 
induce them to go. So, I Say, like causes 
produce like results.

Empire Building. 

The great problem, the successfu) solu- 
tion of which will insure the permanency 
of this work which we have undertaken, 
and which, after all, is empire building, pure 
and simple, is to see that they become per- 
manently attached to their location. This 
will depend upon the successful working out 
of a great many collateral problems, 
amongst which I might mention farm cred- 
its, rural life improvement, successful mar- 
keting, etc, a failure to solve which op- 
erated in large measure towards the aban- 
donment of the farms by our agricultural 
population in the last decade. 

There are many minor problems yet to 
be worked out in connection with tis move- 
ment, but I have no personal misgivings as 
to its ultimate success. This organization 
came into being as a result of a south-wide 
condition and the 
necessity for remedying it. Its motives 
from the beginning have been pure. Its 
enthusiasm has been unbounded. Those con- 
nected with it have exhibited a disposition 
to throw their entire time and energy into 
the accomplishment of its aims, ahd if it 
is accorded the spirit of co-operation, which 
it should have on the part of the people 
of the south, I entertain no shadow of a 
doubt of its ultimate fruition. 

This represents my views, briefly stated, 
and the preliminary accomplishments up-to- 
date.

Education in This Country. 
(From The Philadelphia Public Ledger.) 
In most states the book companies have 

been at work, largely through former teach- 
ers, to increase the curriculums, so that they 
may sell more books. There is money in 
this, and some of the money is tainted. The 
result is that the child in school is often 
loaded down with a lot of books he will 
never understand, and is made to recite a 
medley of things that roll off his mind like 
water off the back of a duck. 

Education in the United States has not 
yet entered the twentieth century. It is lag- 
ging twenty-five years behind the times. 
The most alert factors in its are the publish- 
ers, who play politics and sell books.

Sanction Red-Handed Crime. 

“I¢ you accept the kind of policy the 
defense would have you accept, your 
honor will be literally sanctioning red- 
handed crime and giving freedom to 
criminals. If they had shown credible 
evidence by tunimpeachable witnesses, 
they might have had a chance for a 
new trial. But knowing the evidence 
and circumstances as does your honor, 
you cannot possibly do anything to- 
ward granting their wish. 

“If you disqualify jurors on such 
flimsy evidence as“ has been produced 
by ee you will have a hard 
time ever getting a jury in the future— 
in some cases, many, I’m afraid—you'll 
never get one. It will be an impossi- 
bility. 

“Let me tell you something: There 
isn’t a man in the state more honorable 
and peaceful than these men, Johenning 
and Henslee. And, in saying this, I 
include every man from the governor 
down. Is it any wonder that when such 
men as these are allowed to be attack- 
ed that the peopleare growing to hold 
the court and law in contempt? 

“Now, let me say this much, and I 
say it with all sincerity and feeling: If 
this man Johenning and thisman Hens- 
lee have done what the defense accuses, 
they ought to be sent to the peniten- 
tiary. For, if such is the case, justice 
is a fraud and court trial a farce. Con- 
sider it a moment, Then you'll agree 
that I am right.

JOYNER PROSECUTING 
ALLEGED ARSON CASE 


Jefferson, Ga., October 28.—(Special.) 
'At the fall term of the Jackson su- 
perior court the case of Emory Mont- 
gomery (colored) charged with arson, 
began late this afternoon.

August Herrmann Says He Be- 
lieves Troubles Can Be Set- 
tled Very Quickly. 


Cincinnati, October 28.—August 
Herrmann, chairman of the national 
baseball commission, sees very little 
that is inequitable or {mproper in the 
demands recently made by the players 
through David Fultz, president of the 
Players’ Protective association. He 
thinks the troubles complained of by 
the players could easily be adjusted.

BLALOCK TO APPOINT INGREASE OF RATES 
NECESSARY TO ROADS 


Chairman, Clark Says the Public 


Would Benefit by an 
Increase. 


Washington, October 28—In an ad- 
dress to the twenty-fifth annual con- 
vention of the National Association of 
Railway Commissioners today, Chair- 
man E. E. Clark, of the interstate com- 
merce commission, declared that ideal 
transportation conditions could not be 
attained without an increase in rates.

About 600 Applicants. 

For the six places of collectors of in- 
come tax assigned to Georgia, there 
have been 600 applicants. 

Infinite relief will be felt by members 
of the Georgia delegation in congress 
if Mr. Blalock is given the appoint- 
ment. They have been fairly besieged 
with applications. The misapprehen- 
sion as to the salary of these places has 
swelled the number of applicantt. In- 
stead of $2,500, these will pay from 
$900 to $,600, in addition to actual 
traveling expenses and $3 a day for 
subsistence. 

The state of Georgia will be divided 
into districts and one collector named 
in each district. 

Colonel W. H. Osborne, comimssioner 
of internal revenue, must approve the 
appointments made in the various 
states by the local collectors. He may 
recommend the holding of some kind of 
competitive examination to disclose 
whether the applicants are competent. 

Wilson Sharply Criticised. 

President Wilson has been sharply 
criticised by the National Civil Serv- 
ice Reform league, because he signed 
the urgent deficiency bill with the 
rider taking deputy collectors from un- 
der the civil service. However, the 
president might at any time issue an 
executive order requiring collectors and 
United States marshals to continue to 
appoint their deputies from the classi- 
fled service. The president, in signing 
the urgent deficiency bill, said he was 
conginced it was never intended to in- 
clude these officss under the ordinary 
provisions of the civil service law.
